Gravers and scoopers and other myas-
terious little Instruments have cerept Into
the modern malden's den, says an eastern
writer,

It sounds quite formidable—ecameo oarv-
ing—but in reality It s quite simple.  First
you provide yourself with a working table,
it need not be large; then, ot any art store,
buy half a dozen gravers and scoopers of
varylng dogrees of fineness; the next out-
lay Is for a shell upon which you are to eut
the cameo, Blagk, red and yellow hel-
mets,"” ns the shells are called, are required,
and they coat from $1 to $5 each, but from

& good shell several ovals or rounds can
be cut,
After It has been cut the requirsd size

and shapée, It is then fixed with hot coment
upon a holder—a lttle block that can be
held in the hand. The upper surface of the

shell Is made sufMiciently smooth to take the
design, which 8 then traced upon It, as
one traces on china; all the white part

beyond the design |s eut away, leaving the
pattern on the dark ground to he, by de-
Erees, cut Into form. The thickness and
quality of the white stratum cannot be
known until the shell s eut. Tt varies a
geod deal, so that sometimes the fgure will
stand out in muech higher rellef that was at
first anticipated.

Sometimos when a particular deslgn ls to
bo made seversl shells are cut before a suit-
able one s found.

The skill of the artist s shown In the ar-
mngement of the design so as to make the
best use of the shell. For Instanee, the
follage must be arrangad to come where the
white s thinnest and Hgures where the
thickness of the white will give roundaess
to the llmhs,

dorstands the arts of drawing and painting
and all abont Jights and shadows will make
the greates!

I will not weary my readers with ex-
planations  of techofealitien  with  whieh
every musical tyro 14 eonvorsant: bhut 1T mast
tax your patlence, 1 trust not too heavily,
In defining some termm that are in less gen-

| eral use, yet must frequently oceur in my
remarks. Let me say, also, in advance, to
mature musicians, If any such honor me

with their attention, who come less to learn
than to criticise, that any unfamiliar
views which I may bring forward are not
of my own discovery.

The term “harmony*’ belongs not exclusively
to music. The Greek original defines the
fitness, propriety. accormlance of things, so
that we use the word In primitive rather
than in a figurative senss whin we spoak of
harmony among the members of society, of
a4 harmonious whole, comprising the diverse
elements In & work of art. It is employsd as
a technleal term by paloters, with whose

provinee, however, I will not interfere by
spenking of the sigutfiention In which It is
understood by them. ln music the word

“harmony’ expressly defines a combivation
of notes, lo contra-distinction to “melody,”
which means a succession of notes: the first
slgnifying muwmie  whith recuires sevoral
performers, exceopt when such instruments
us the plano forte are employed, whereon
many potes may be sounded logother: the
second, which ean be executed by a single
voled, or any instrument that can yield buat
one sound at a time; the first expressing
mugle which 1s written vertleally; the second
musie which is written horizontally, We
must not confound this bare technleal inter-
pretation of the horizontal, one-voiced, suc.
cessive melody with the sense in which the
word is popularly recelved, the sense com-
prising rhiythm, accent aod numberless del-
lcate gradations, theé total of which constl-
tutes what should properly be called good
melody, whose absence 8 Implied when
eritics complain that a plece of musle can-
talns mo melody at all, since this would be
In true techinical termimology to declare
that such a plece was composed of a single
reiterated note.

The term "harmony,”” in the musical sense
of symphony, accordance and combination,
was unknown to the Greeks. I am aware
that scholars have had divided opinions as
to this fact, but I am convineed, by the very
passages in the writings of Greek theorists
which are adduced Lo the coutrary, that the
anclents never knew the effect of harmoni-
ous combination. The art of music, there-
fore, which 1 am not single in estimating as

‘the most subtle, the most lotense medium of

the expression of the beautiful, which has
always been caused by pocients and tnod-
erns in advance of poetry and painting, 1s
virtually the youngest of the artistic sis-
terhood; for its very birth—uay, the fArst
dawning upon men's minds of the natural
prineiples which are at its basie—dates only
within the last six or s:ven centuries. Since
ull harmonic progressions must, however,
consist of a combination of melodies, it may
be as well to glance briefly at the melodic
code of that great people, and to note
some of the distinctions which have been too
commonly confounded between the Greek
principles and our own. 1 will spend a
short time first upon the three genera of
the Greeks, sipes their titles belong to our
modern terminology.
